ELEven Enylish fishing vessels have 
been seized bythe French authorities at 
Havre for infringement of the interna- 
tional maritime and fisheries laws. 

THE return of the President tothe cap- 
ital will be the signal for the retu:n of the 
Cabinet and other prominent officials, 
who feel that they are not entitled to a 
longer vacation than the head of the Gov- 
ernment. 

D. W. WeEar, superintendent of the 
Yellowstone Park, in his annual report te 
the Secretary of the Interior, calls atten- 
tion to the laws of the park and says they 
are entirely inadeq uate for its protection.

state of wild execitement -as_ to-day. 


This morning at séven o’clock as Hector 


Dulaney was passing the new; depot at 


the crossing of. the Cairo, .Vineennes & 
Chicago and Yandalia Rail ways; - he 
glauced jin. and saw pools of blood on 
the floor. Summoning assistance ‘an 
examination was mute,” and it was 
fouhd that’ a back ‘.window. had 
been broken out, sash and all. 
A hasty glance in showed a body close 
up under the desk, covered with papers 
and an old coat. An entrance was at 
once made, and the body was found tobe 
that of the agent, George Powers. He 
had been shot and instantly ‘killed, ap- 
parently. Scon hundreds of people were 
at the depot, scarcely believing the 
terrible news. The Coroner .was sum- 
moned from Dennison. In the mean- 
while your correspondent examined the 
scene of the murder. The depot is one 
anda half miles northeast of the city, in 
adeep and lonely cut. The agent was 
required to stay.only till midvight. Three 
young men, friends -f his, had accom. 
panied Powers out to his ‘post. and left 
him at half-past ten. The murder must 
have been committed soon -after> that 


time. He was sitting at-bis desk writing 
a letter, and, being near-sighted, he 
was leaning over close to the pa- 


per, and had his hat’ pulled down over 
his eyes. ‘The murderer must have 
slipped up to the window and fired af the 
top of his head. The ball shivered the 
pane ot glass through which it passed, 
cut a circular hole in the top of the hat, 
and then entered the victim’s head. He 
fell forward, his left eye striking on the 
telegraph instrument, making a terrible 


bruise. There:*:.was*- a pook ol 
blood on the table by the in- 
strument.

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THE CUTTING CASE. 


Although Properly Reticent, Secretary 
Bayard is Pushing the lovestigation of 
the Cutting Case, With Every Reason to 
2elieve He Was Right in First Premises, 
WASHINGTON, Sept 12.—Although Sec- 

retary Bayard is properly reticent re- 

specting any recent correspondence be- 
tween this country and Mexico, it is 
readily apparent to those who converse 
with him that he expects to push the 
point raised in the Cutting case quite 
vigorously. It°> can not be learned 
whether any communications have come 
from Mr. Sedgwick giving a report of 
progress in the inquiry he was sent to 

Mexico to make, but’ Mr. Bayard so 

speaks of the disputed points in the 

Cutting trial as to imply that he has 

received satisfactory confirmation of 

the original statements upon. which 
he demanded Cutting’s release, He de- 
clares very emphatically, in speAking of 
the matter, that there was not only no 
misstatement in the first announcements 
as to the offense charged against Cutting, 
but that there has not been any change in 
the Mexican court records in respect to 
that matter. He is quite sure. that he 
was right at the start in assuming that 
the Mexican courts were undertaking to 

try an American: citizen for printing a 

libel within the jurisdiction of the United 

States and entirely outside of Mexico. 

“T don’t doubt that fact new any more 
than I did in my first, telegram to Min- 
ister Jackson,” said Mr. Bayard, ‘“fand I 
hardly believe the faet that this was. the 
original charge will be disputed, The 
change of position atterward taken was 
unquestionably suggested by. ingenious 
people on this side of the line who in- 
vented legal subuleties forthe Mexican 
courts.’’

ESTELLINE’S SERPENT. 


Terrific Adventure With a Prodigi- 
ous Reptile. 





The calm and thoughtful editorial in 
last week’s Bell warning the business 
men of Estelline that unless they speed- 
ily discovered a sea serpent in the 
neighborhood or hired some reliable 
person to do so that the place would 
lose trade, had the desired effect. It 
will be remembered that the Bell 
pointed out the fact that we had waited 
long enough for a serpent to come in 
and ask to be discovered and that it 
was time to go out and discover one 
whether it wanted to be discovered or 
not. We directed attention to how by 
inaction Estelline failed to get the cap- 
ital but allowed it to be thievishly 


‘stolen by a base and spoils-fattened 


Bismarck ring reeking with the 
rankest corruption (we quote from a 
Yankton author) and how we were 
agrin getting left on the serpent 
ra¢ket? how Watertown, Devils Lake, 
Aberdeen, Sioux Falls, Fargo, Pierre, 
Deadwood and other Dakota towns had 
sent their leading citizens out gunning 
for serpents and they had been success- 
ful aud how Estelline should act 
promptly and yank out a serpent by 
the tail from some place before it was 
too everlastingly late. The remark of 
the Bell bore good fruit and this week 
we are enabled to announce the dis- 
covery of the snakiest serpent in seven 
States, 

Early Thursday morning Estelline 
decided to make the discovery. A team 
and wagon and hay rack were secured 
for the trip to Lake Poinsett where it 
was decided to find the monster. A 
careful selected party was made up 
consisting of Frank Weygant, John 
Dunn, F. E. Lally, J. W. Catlett, 
Frank Parsons, John Briar, Jack 
Barnes and the editor of this hearth- 
stone companion.

““The whole party was by this time 
considerably excited as each realized 
that the slimy and awful reptile of the 
unexplored deep had been found. All 
gathered=aretnd, the .demijohn for 
safety. e had scarcely doneso when 
the hideous head of the unknown mon- 
ster taisad Ont of the water with a 
grinding, sickening sound, only about 
aquarter of a male from the shore. 
The whole party was thrown to the 
ground with horfor. overcome by a 
strange, unnatural feeling never before 
experienced. The very air seemed 
loaded with poisonous vapors and the 
breeze itse]f had a sharp metallic feel- 
ing as it struck against the face in fitful 
gusts. ' Bhe landscape gtew lurid and 
the trees waved with a dizzy, uncertain 
motion while hundreds of fishes, eels, 
water snakes and other strange, ill- 








shaped deep-water reptiles struggled 
up the bank of the lake and wriggled 
across the sand and among the party of 
discoverers. Many of theseill-shaped, 
repulsive creatures had never been 
seen by human eye before, but revolt- 
ing and unnatural as they were as they 
made clumsy efforts to move outside of 
their element, they were nevertheless 
attempting to escape from that dread- 
ful monster in the lake, which even 
they feared. 

The head of the great reptile had 
been darted out of the water with 
lightning-like quickness and was sway- 


slimy neck thirty feet long. ‘The head 
appeared to be much larger than a 
barrel and it constantly changed its 
shape though it somewhat resembled 
both that of a rattlesnake anda sav- 
age bulldog.

All of this was observed by the ex.

two minutes while the serpent was 
surveying the scene. All at once it 
threw its head twenty feet higher and 
uttered a deadly, rasping, ghoul-like 
ery, half human, half fiendish, which 
made the waters of the lake quiver and 
chilled through and through the 
hearers on the 
same instant the 
acitated over a mile from the 
shore and — suddenly its tail 
raised above the surface at that dis- 
tance and a second later the whole 
body appeared witha snake-like mo- 
tion and the head was thrown forward 
and it started for the land. 
now nearly all visible and more than 
a mile in length. Its body varied 
greatly in size and color and was 
shaped in the same horrible, unnatural 
form as the head. There were a score 


—like a devil fish. These death-deal- 
ing arms reached about and writhed 
about in a disgusting manner. Some 
parts of the body seemed to float in 
the water and other walked on it with 
the aid of the legs and suckers. ‘This 
was allobserved in a few seconds as it 
was rapidly approaching the land.

The party did not stop running till 
it reached Estelline. The, demijohn 
was brought back in safety, though 
empty. No one has been out tosee the 
creature, but Mayor Lally is in con- 
stant telephone connection with it and 
has secured ita consent to give one of 
its unparalleled performances daily 
during the next four wecks.

ELECTRIC BASE-BALL. 


How an Audience in Detroit Viewed @ 
Game Played in Chicago. 
[Electrical Review.] 

Two years ago, nearly, three Yankee- 
like telegraph operators living in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., turned their enthusiasm for 
base-ball to good account. Their names 
are J. U. Rust, E. W. Morgan and A. H. 
Stewart, and they conceived the idea of 
reproducing almost instan!ly a vivid view 
of the exact situations and plays in a 
game Of|base-ball, played in Chattanooga, 
for instance, before an audience seated in 
a hall in Nashville. To do this they leased 
a wire from Nashville to Chattanooga, one 
end of which was on the ball field with an 
expert operator, who was accurately in- 
formed in base-ball playing, seated 
watching the game and immediately tele- 
graphing each play as it progressed. At 
the Nashville end of the wire were two 
other telegraphic and base-ball experts. 
As they received the record from their 
partner, one man reproduced it verbally 
to the audience, while the other man 
manipulated cards bearing the names of 
the players, around a painted view of the 
ball field placed in full view of the audis 
ence. 

During the recent game in Detroit, Mors 
gan & Co.,the name of the ‘ingenious 
firm, presented their unique entertainment 
before a crowd of six hundred persons in 
the Detroit Opera-house, who had come to 
watch the progress of the Detroit-Chicago 
match. On the stage was a huge land- 
scape—it would have done well as a drop 
curtain—having a well-painted perspec. 
tive of a base-bali diamond and outfield, 
At the points on tho picture representing 
the positions of batsman, pitcher, catcher 
and basemen are openings into which may 
be shoved cards bearing the names of 
players, and into which these names are 
plaved as the telegraph operator seated 
at his instrument reads to the audience the 
progress of the game, even to the smallest 
details. 

Nextto an actual view of a game of 
base-ball, and indeed very close to such a 
view in interest, is the witnessing of such 
a presentation of a game. The audience 
during the first four or five innings of the 
game was wrought up toa very high piteh 
ot enthusiasm. For instance, when the 
operator read—with Dalrymple’s name ap- 
pearing. as batsman—Foul fly to left,” 
the audience fairly held its breath, and 
when the next instant the operator called 
out, ‘‘and out to White,’ there came a 
storm of applause, just such as is heard on 
a veritable ball field. And so it was all 
through the caliing of strikes, balls, long 
hits and short ones, outs, errors and sates, 
the excitement was intense.

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USES FOR SHARKS. 


Parts of Their Carcasses Used by Vart- 
ous Manufacturing Industries. 

It is a fact which affords some grati- 
fication, that the shark, that cruel and 
voracious prowler of the deep, can be 
put to good use after he has been capt- 
ured. The skins of certain sharks are 
used in jewelry for sleeve buttons and 
the like, and when dried and cured 
take a polish almost equal to that of 
stone and greatly resemble the fossil 
coral porites. ‘The vertebre of the 
shark are always in demand for canes. 
The opening tilled with marrow during 
life is now fitted with a steel or iron 
rod. ‘The side openings are filled with 
mother-of-pearl, and when _ polished 
the cane is decidedly ornamental. In 
India, in 1880, $300,000 worth of shark 
fins were shipped to China for food. 
In the islands of the Pacific the fish is 
in great demand for its teeth, which 
are manufactured into weapons of vari- 
ous kinds, ranging from spears to 
swords and daggers. The teeth are 
all serrated or saw-edged. and make 
terrible wounds. The base of the tooth 
is bored with some smail instrument, 
and forty to fifty of them are tied or 
lashed toa hardwood sword, forming 
the edge. ‘Lhe hiit is protected by 
crosspieces armed in the same way. 
So effective are these weapons that the 
natives of these islands wear an armor 
made of rope especially to protect 
themselves from the shark’s teeth.—
